No. 93-ITC(PN)/68.— Attention is invited to paragraph 76 of Section I of the 
Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—Vol. I) for the period April 1968—March 
1969, regarding import of spare parts listed in Appendix 32 to the Red Book 
(Vol. I) from Rupee Payment Area. 

2- This provision Is applicable only to actual users, and import applications 
have to be made to the licensing authorities concerned direct and not through the 
sponsoring authorities- 

3. It Is not necessary for the applicants to furnish with their Import applica¬ 
tions lists of spare parts sought to be imported- Import licences will be issued 
with the general description of goods as given in Appendix 32 to the Import Trade 
Control Policy (Red Book—Vol- I) for the period April 1988—March 1989 and 
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these licences will be automatically valid for the import of all the spare parts 
covered by the description of goods given in the licence, except that the items 
appearing in Appendix 3 to the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—Vol. I) 
will be allowed only to the extent of 5 per cent of the face value of licence subject 
to a maximum of Rs, 10,000/- within the overall face value of the licence, the 
import of a single item not exceeding Rs. 1,000/- in value. 

4- Import licences issued under these provisions will be made valid for import 
from rupee payment area as a whole, viz., the U.S.S.R., G.D.R., Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Hungary, Rumania, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. In order to enable the cus¬ 
toms authorities to identify these licences for allowing the clearance of goods, in 
terms of para 3 above, the licences issued under this Public Notice will bear the 
following indication at their top:— 

"Issued under free licensing scheme”. 

5, The provisions of this Public Notice will not apply to applications for the Im¬ 
port of spore ports of earthmoving machinery falling under S. No. 65(5) (ii) (a) /V 
for which a separate announcement will be made.
